We of the Mountain View Hail 
Suppression Association Ltd. would 
like to take this opportunity to pre- 
sent a@ few facts regarding hail sup- 
preasion, with the hope it may help 
to answer Mr. Miller's $64 question 
as requested by his letter in last 
weeks issue. Also help to give a clear- 
er picture of hat] suppression and 
what it can mean to us in this area. 

We quite agree with Mr. Miller 
that to evaluate hai] suppression on 
@ very smal] scale as he sugcests, 
would be practically impossible. 
However, one realizes that the Muni- 
cipal Districts of Mountain View and 
Kneehill comprise some i,600,000 
acres, and that even in 1955. a year 
of extremely light hail incidence, 
there was considerable hai] dam- 
age ranging up to 100%. We believe 
too, it is a fact that, never in re- 
corded history has hail failed to do 
extensive damage somewhere in this 
large area. While we think that a 
three year period is necessary to 
show beyond reasonable doubt that 
hall is being suppressed, we also be- 
lieve that definite indications may 
ahow up even in one year, We have 
been assured that proper govern- 
ment groups in conjuction with the 
Alberta Hail Insurance Board will 
make every effort to evaluate the 
results. We should keep in mind 
that if we do not see fit to try haid 
suppression we will never know to 
what degree it can help us. 

Mr, Miller mentions in hig letter 
that we are being used as “guinea 
pigs.” We think we may have been 
“guinea pigs” when we bought the 
first cars, tractors, combines, etc., 
to speak nothing of the use of nier- 
curial dusts and fertilizers. The 
“guinea pigs” in these instances are 
paying the shot.

percentage of effectiveness. Most 
believe a time will come when 

be close to 100% effective. 
This, we suggest, is a very close par- 
allel with hail suppression, Granted 
lives are probably not at stake but 
certainly our livlihood is! 

It has been suggested thai the 
government should pay for hai] sup- 
pression. We would certainly ap- 
preciate that too, and will continue 
to exert pressure on the government 
to supply such aid. We believe, 
however, that this district is quite 
capable of standing on its own feet. 
— when we reduce our iiail losses. 

In conclusion we should point out 
that the western section of Moun- 
tain View Municipal District is not 
being considered in the hail suppres- 
sion program. The eastern boundary 
of Range 5, W. Sth is as far west 
as protection is being considered this 
year. This is the township line which 
is 3 miles east of Sundre. Those 
living outside the area, of course, 
wil] have no part in paying for the 
program,

HOW HIGHWAYS ARE BUILT 
IN ALBERTA 


All main highways in Alberta are 
built on a four year schedule. The firs? 
year the sub-grade is applied, ditches, 
shoulders and grade are fine graded 
and first course surface gravel is ap- 
plied. 


The second year a stabilized base 
course of screened gravel is spread to 
@ depth of five or more inches. Two 
more layers of crushed gravel come 
next, the second consisting of asphalt 
bound crushed rock, bringing the total 
thickness of the base course to nine 
inches or more. 


The third year a coat of asphalt is 
first eppiied and then a hot plant mix 
of asphalt and sand, about four inches 
thick is rolled into place. 


The final year of the schedule the 
surface seal coat of asphalt and rock 
chips is applied, lanes are marked and 
guide posts and markers erected. 


Expert engineering skill and know- 
ledge goes into the construction and 
maintenance of Alberta's vast highway 
system. Safety and endurance are built 
into every mile of road, and the search

Public Health... 


(Continued from last week) 


These voluntary associations cover 
every phase of health-building. Some 
are national, some provincial and 
some local. They interest themselves 
in child welfare, prevention of blind- 
ness, treatment of arthritis and rheu- 
matism, caring for people who are 
diabetic, serving as auxiliaries in 
hospitals, promoting health educa- 
tion in schools, visiting patients in 
mental hospitals, providing needed 
items of diet to indigent persons, and 
a hundred other kinds of service, 

Most widely known is the Health 
League of Canada, which for 35 
years has been devoted to a dynamic 
programme of health education, cs- 
pecially in the field of disease pre- 
vention, and to co-operation in both 
advisory and active ways with the 
other voluntary health organizations, 
Its story was told in detail in Ma- 
cleans Magazine, November 26, 1955. 

Or Gorden Bates, director of the 
Health League since its beginning, 
believes that most of the 125,000 
Canadians who die every year migh 
have lived longer, and many of the 
ailing persons might have remained 
healthy, if they and the community 
health authorities had been thor- 
oughly educated in matters of health 
protection. Failure to prevent ill- 
ness that is preventable is costly in 
terms of human misery, decreased 
industrial production, unnecessary 
poverty, and death, 

Some Encouraging Trends 

Even today, one comes upon many 
provincial health reports that say, 
month after month, “no cases of 
typhoid, no cases of diptheria.” Since 
the introduction of drug therapy in 
the control of tuberculosis tle death 
rate from that disease has becn de- 
Clining with accelerated rapidiiy. In 
the the United States complete fig- 
ures for 1955 are expected to show 
for the first time a drop below 10 
deaths per 100,000, only half the 
death rate of 1951 and less than a 
fifth of that recorded twenty years 
ago, The death rate among children 
under 15 is leag than one tenth the 
figure of twenty years ago. 

Canada has been moving against 
tuberculosis with increasing encrgy 
during this century. Free diagnostic 
services are provided by public health 
authorities, and X-ray examinations 
are given free in industrial plants, 
offices and schools, Free or subsi- 
dized treatment is provided in pro- 
vincia) sanatoria. Some provinces 
are employing a vaccine ‘(3.C.G.) as 
@ preventive measure, administering 
it to new-born infants and making 
is available to other children through 
health units. 

A discovery by Dr, Edith Mankie- 
wicz and her staff at the Royal Ed- 
ward Laurentian Hospital in Mon- 
treal, announced in December, is a 
great step forward in combatting the 
disease. It reduces by at least three 
weeks the length of time needed to 
confirm or disprove the presence of 
tuberculosis in a patient. 

Another deadly disease of former 
years 1s on its way out: typhoid, Dr. 
Calixte Favreau, of Hospital Sainte- 
Justine, Montreal, is quoted in 
Health Facts as saying: 'Pasteuriza- 
tion is the most practical, economi- 
cal, simple and sure way of gelting 
pure, non-contaminated milk for 
children." 

But pasteurization is not yet uni- 
versal in Canada, and Dr. Bates de- 
clares boldly: ‘millions of Canadians 
are still flirting with sickness and 
death by drinking unpasteurized
